victims, The swindlers succeeded, in
spite of the warning, “Leware of profes-
sional gamblers” which was placarded
il ever the ship.

The pang of swindlers bosrded the
ship at Cherbourg, aud bifore she bad
been a day out the passengers began to
fall prey 1o their wilea. One of the first
was Jean Bedio, of Philadelphia. The
gamblers used dice o get hix money.
They won $300 from him during the ten
minntes of play.

The second victim was Marinns Good-
hardt. The gamblers suggested bridge,
and, Mr. Giodhardt being willing, &
game was started in the Vienna cale. In
& short time $700 of Mr. Goodhardt's
money was lucked away in the pockers
of the players, Besides Lhe mooey wes
an “L 0. 1, for #1830 which bore Mr.
(#oodhardt’s name,

When the gamblers had cleared up all
they could with cards and dice thoy be-
thought themselves of wireless telegraphy
and soon were at work among the credu-
lous, who thonght to fatten their purses
by an easy road. C.J. Preusser, who
said he was from the Philippines, was
ona of those who gave ear. He says that
he lost several thousand dollars. A West
Virginia man, who refused to give his
name, raid that he had also bet heavily
at this game.

One of the methods of the schemers
was lor two of the meu and the woman,
who was besutiful and blond, to go
among the passepgers, get sacquainted
gnd then propose s game of cards. When
the game was under way with a victim
the other tliree swindiers would stroll
up and, to use the words of one vietim,
“hutt in,’”’ resorting to all kinds of
tricks 1o fleece the upsuspecting vie-
tims, Many of the victima were peraon-
ally warned against the players, but
failed to heed.

Postolffice Appropriation Bill.

Tlhe Senate yesterday passed the post-
office appropriation bill, carrying an
gppropriation of 192,485,000, and jm-
medistely afterwards adjourned over
Memorial Day until Thursday., The en-
tire duy was devoted 1o the considera-
tion of the bill &s & whole, and to special
fentures of the bill. The debate dealt
with the questions of the fast mail train
to the South; second class mail matter;
including the admission to the mails of
the publications of colleges, universities
and charitable and edueational institu-
tions to the mails as scoond class matter:
subsidies for Pacific mail steamships and
questions relating to the boxes used on
rural free delivery routes.

Secator Mallory defended the subsidy
a8 in the ioterest of an improved mail
service. He said that the Southern
Railway, on which the fast mail trains
run, is the most direct route from Wash-
ington 1o Atlanta, Senator Money also
spoke in support of the subsidy plan,
saying that il had done much in the
past 20 years to keey the 3outh in touch
with the country at large. He opposed
all eflorts 1o give the Postmasier Gen-
eral discretion in the matter of sustainiog
the system.

Senators Bacon and Foster also defend-
ed the present service. The Georgis
senntor contended thst it the Mallory
amendment should be sccepted it would
have the effect of doing away with the
subsidy charscter of the appropriation,
while Mr. Foster declared that the com-
mittee amendment would have the eflect
of discontinuing the expedited service,

Sepator Pettus also spoke in supporl
of the expedited service. After he con-
cluded the Mallory smendment was
adopted. 11 provides that the Tost-
master General shall not be required to
expend the money appropriated ‘‘unles
it be necessary 1o provide the same or
a8 good a service as now provided.”
